Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following Act, to-wit. 

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Forces, to repel the 
invasion of the State aud for ether purposes. 

J 1. Be it enacted by the General AeeeoJjly of the 
Cowimontiealtk of Kontucky, That as tho soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by armed 
fcreei, acting under the authority of the so-called 
Confederate States, therefore, for the purpose of re- 
ililng said invasion tbe Governor of the State of 
entucky is hereby directed to issue his prcclama- 
ticn forthwith, calling out not lets than forty thous-

ed by the oompaules aforesaid, necessary and pro- 
per for the commaud of such volunteers. 

i 3. That all volunteer officers, non-oommli- 
sioned offioers, musicians, and privates, whose ser- 
vice may be tendered and accepted under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be mustored into servioo, 
at such places of rendetvous In the Congressional 
District in which they volunteer, as tbe Mneral in 
the field shall appoint by his orders, and when so 
mustered into service shall be then and there 
entitled to reoeive In advance one month’s 
pay, to be taken and considered ak part of their 
p»7- : 

i 6. That tha Governor b« alio authorised to 
aooept tho aorvioei of fifteen hundred men, lu ad* 
ditlon to tbe forty thousaiid men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot* 
eri and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and soenu, tboy furnishing their own 
horses : ProvitUd, That no person shall be acoept- 
ed in this arm of tbe servioe*unlest his skilll and 
capaoity have beon tested by tbe General in com* 
mend, or such officer at he may detail for that

§ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganiia individuals who tender themselves into

what office each ii elected and thereupon said 
board, if they approve the proceedings, shall cer- 
tify to the Governor the namea of tbe officers 
eledled, and what office they have been respective- 
ly elected to fill, who shall issue commissions in 
conformity to such certificate. 

i 9. That the commanding Genaral shall be en- 
titled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such tank, as the Inspeetor General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of tbe 
Sd article of the aet, entitled "an act for the bet- 
ter organisation of the Kentucky militia," ap-' 
proved March 6, I860; and he shall have tbe au- 
thority oonferrod on lald Inspector General by 
tbe loth, llth, and 12tb sections of said article of 
said act. 

J 10. The troops raised under this aet shall be 
organited into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade and divisjon, as are allowed in'the 
army of the United States, and ahall receive the 
sam^ay and rations aa are allowed the troops of 
the United States of tho same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed, out of 
the troops to raised, they shall be officered aooerd- 
ing to existing laws. 

I 11. This act to be of force from Ua passage.

SPEECH OF. HON. JOHN A. PHALL, 

Jn support of the resolution reported by kirn 

from t!^e Committee on Federal Rclatirms, de- 
claring the position of Ktotucky in the exist- 
ing war, delivered in the Senate of Kentucky, 

December 2d, 1861 

Mb Spgacer — 

The committee on Federal Helations who 
have instructed me to report the resolution, 
which is now before the Senate, have thought 
that inasmuch as the action of this General 
Assembly at an early period of il|e session 
by which wecalled lo'rth the military strengtli 
of the State, only referred, in direct terms 
to the recent 'invasion ol our soil by the 
Confederate arihies, which we pledged the 
energies of the Commonwealth, with the 
aid of our Government, to repel, it was fit 
and appropriate now that we should an- 
nounce that it is not the purpose of Ken 
tucky to abandon that Government which, 
in this great emergency, has come so prompt- 
ly to our rescue, hut that we will still follow 
its fprtunes when the theatre of the war shall 
be removed beyond our borders. 

The committee have also attempted to 
compress within the compass of a single res 
olution, in connection with this declaration, 
a clear and emphatic statement of the posi- 
tion which Kentucky has hitherto occupied 
pending the great and momentous struggle 
of our Governmeut against the formidable 
efforts which have been made for its destruc- 
tion. The attitude of our Slate in this great 
crisis of the country has been the subject of 
constant nii.sconstruction and misappirehen- 
sion. At the outset of this great rebellion, 
with an earnest and patriotic real. Kentucky 
entered upon the work of conciliation and 
(Minpromise, in the hope that her interposi 
tion might be effective in arresting the ruin 
which seemed impending over the country. 
And even at a later period, after the fierce 
and bloody conflict had begun, she still, so 
far. clung to the hope that she might yet be 
able to mediate for the restoration of harmo- 
ny and peace, that she declined, for the 
time, to furnish her quota of troops or to 
take part in the war. And this position, 
which she assumed with motives so honora- 
ble and jialriotic, and which was popularly 
denominated neutrality, has been sometimes 
mieapprehended, but more frequently per- 
verted by those whose wish was father to 
the treasonable thought, and ha.s been con- 
strued as placing the State in an attitude 
ot absolute independence and separation 
trora the Federal Union, occupying precisely 
the same relations to the Government of 
which we form a part, and to which we have 
steadily adhered, and to the enemies who 
are attempting to destroy it. Nothing could 
be farther from the truth of history, nor 
more at variance with the lofty and patriotic 
sentiments and purposes of those who have 
guided the policy of Kentucky through this 
stormy period. The candid' historian of 
these great events will record that however 
that policy may have seemed to change, it 
has been in strict adaptation to the shifting 
ejtigencies of the times, and in perfect har- 
mony with a sentiment of loyalty deeply im- 
planted in the hearts of our people, and 
which knows no change. 

The neutrality which secessionists have at- 
tempted to fasten upon tis, is but another 
name for secession, and secession under what- 
ever name, and in whatever form and guise. 

, has been sternly and indignantly rejected 
and spurned by our people as often as their 
voice has been spoken at the polls. And 
Kentucky has taken no [losition by any ac- 
tion of her Legislature, nor in the clear and 
statesman-like resolutions of the .Senator 
from Kenton, (Mr. Fisk,) which were adopt- 
ed by the Senate in May last, nor in the for- 
cible and luminous addrcs.s of her delegates 
to the Border State Convention, that sat in 
this hall, nor in any other authoritative dec- 
larations of the State, which did not com- 
port; in her judgment, with the clearest and 
fullest loyally and the firmest adherence to 
the Union and the government. 

This attempted mediation of Kentucky 
ha.s been from the beginning thwarted and 
spurned, and finally defeated by those who, 
111 the madness of their ambitious aims, 
were bent upon the ruin of their countrv. 
When the Legislature met here in March, 
the plot of the revolutionary leaders had 
been BO far siiccessful that seven of tlie cot- 
ton .States had been wildly precipitated into 
rebellion. But the march of the revolution 
.seemed lo have paused. Tennessee, North 
t.'arolina, Virginia and Arkansas, had de- 
clared lor the Union by a decided, and, in 
some of them, an overwhelming vote of 
their people, the last time their people were 
permitted to vote, till they came to give their 
ballots at the point of Secession bavonet.s 
At once the patriotic purpose was conceived 
of bringing to bear the conservatism and loy- 
alty of these and the other four adhering 
States of the South, and throygh their con- 
centrated influence lo restore the secedins 
States to the Union, and a convention of 
these eight Slates was called, to as.semble in 
this city, in the month ot May. Everything 
looked promising and hopeful lor the speedy 
restoration of fraternity and peace. The 
umpirage was fitly cho.sen. Standing thus be- 
tween the extremes, and closely identified 
with both, it can .-scarcely be doubted that 
whatever ba.sis of adjustment might have 
been proposed by the united action of this 
body, would have been cheerfully conceiled 
by the North, and that the Union sentiment 
thus strengthened would have overwhelmed 
the revolutionists in the seceded .Siate.s. 

But iinhap|>ily for the country these agi- 
tators saw the coming triumph ol the L’nioii 
through the peaceful agencies which Ken- 
tucky had inaugurated. There was about 
to be a period ot cool reflection and states- 
man like deliberation, when reason could re- 
sume its sway, and the wild passions that 
had been aroused would have time to calm. 
And in these clear beams of hope to the pa- 
triot's heart, they saw the omens of their 
own ilestniciion. The fell spirit ot .seccs- 
sionism was engendered in violence. Its ele- 
ment was the storm, and the sunlight of 
truth and reflection would blast and wither 
it. The southern heart must be fired anew 
— the tempest muSt be raised again till the 
surging waves should engulf the border 
States, and till they should be brought in to 
stand as a bulwark lor the South, and to 
ward off the blow which it had provoked. 
Again the work of precipitation was renew- 
ed, and Sumpter fell, and Virginia, North 
Carolina, Arkansas, and Tennessee, were 
hurled into the fierce vortex of revolution, in 
defiance ot the la.st expression of the will of 
their people. North Carolina and Tennes- 
see had not only elected conventions 
overwhelmingly Union, but bad refused to 
consider the question ol a change of their 
political relations by voting that no conven- 
tions sbouhl be held, and their Legislatures, 
which bad been elected long before, and 
without reference to the pending questions, 
assembled and passed the ordinance.s of se 
cession. And the conventions 
hands the people of .Arkansas and

attempted to consummate the separation of 
tbsir States from the Union. And before 
the people of these States were mocked with 
the farce of a vote upon the ratification ofl 
these acts whic|i were de.«igned to seal their 
destinies foret-er, they were consummated 
and fastened upon them beyond the reach 
of any power within their limits — and an 
overwhelming military force was at hand to 
crush out, by the power ol the sword, the 
fervid but unorganized loyalty of the people, 
and lo intimidate into submission every free- 
man in whose heart there remained a linger- 
ing love for the Union of his fathers. 

And in hot haste the flnslied and madden- 
ed army rusiied on to tieleaguer the capital 
of the nation. And thus it was that our 
efforts to interpose and mediate were wicked- 
ly thwarted, and thus was begun the bloody 
and horrid war which is being so fiercely 
waged for the destruction of the mildest and 
most beneficent government ever instituted 
among men. 

But Kentucky, although standing aloof 
from the conflict, was yet true to the Union. 
Happily the instrumentalities by which trea- 
son had manacled and subjugated the frea 
men of other .Slates were not here at hand. 
We had not. a pliant Legislature ready to 
pass the secession ordinamj*-, nor to vote 
the six millions of dollars required Ly that 
false and recreant Kentuckian, Inspector 
General Buckner, to enable him to arm his 
.State Guard and enslave our people. But 
Kentucky was necessary to swell tiie gran 
deur of this musliroom confederacy wliicli 
was to be erected upon tiie ruins of the 
Union. The solemn verdict of her people 
pronounced at the polks, and through all 
iheavofiiies through whicli the popular will 
could gain expression, must he reversed by 
the sword. .And at once the Inspector Gen- 
eral. into whose hands we nad been asked to 
commit the destinies of tlie Stale, wliich he 
has so foully betrayed, retired into Tennessee 
with such of his Guard as he could seduce 
away, and came back at the head of a Coi 
federate army to waste and desolate Ken- 
tucky with Are ami sword, and toscourgeher 
into submission ns a chained and conquered 
province of the Southern Confederacy. 

I have thus, -Mr. Speaker, attempted to 
trace the leading outlines of this "bloodiest 
picture in the book of time," and to glance 
at the sweeping progress of this great rebel- 
lion with special reference to the relations 
which i Kentucky has sustained to these 
great events up to tlie time when she was 
startled from her dreams of conciliation and 
peace by the tramp of the invader upon her 
soil, and by the ruin of her homes, the de- 
vastation of her fielda, and the murder of 
her citizens at the hands ol those against 
whom, in the abounding fiillnees of her fra- 
ternity, slie hitherto refused lo strike a blow. 
It remains, as pertinent to the scope of the 
resolution before us, that 1 should apeak 
verv briefly of those grave and momentous 
subjects in their broader national bearing. 
■Secession, or the assumption of a constitu- 
tional right in eacli .Slate in the exercise of 
its reserved sovereignty, of its motion lo rend 
the bonds of the Union, and sever its con- 
nection with the government, is a pernicious 
and glaring heresy, utterly at war with the 
fundamental principles which form the basis 
of our insiitutions. I am a State rights 
man and have always been — but I am no less 
u United States rights man. Ours is a com- 
plex political system, in which the wisdom 
of its venerated and illustrious founders hap- 
pily blended in j erfect Iiarmony 'the power 
of the .States in the control of their local 
and internal affairs, with that pervading 
and supreme authority of the General Gov- 
ernment over the subjects commille<l to its 
charge, which constitutes us a nation. The 
Federal Union is a government, and not a 
confederation or a league. The loiid.s of the 
old confederation were too frail and weak to 
hold together a great and united people, and 
the constitution was adopted in its stead to 
‘ form a more perfect union." “Wc, the peo- 
ple of the United States,"— in these first 
words of its preamble, the constitution de- 
clares the source of its origin, and proclaims 
the deep and enduring foijndations upon 
which it rests its authority. It is emphati- 
cally a government not of’.States, but of the 
peojile — ilerived from the people, sustained 
by the people, and in the exercise of its great 
functions acting directly upon the people. 
.And a State has no more power to annul the 
laws of Congress, or interrupt their enforce- 
ment, than Congress has lo repeal orobstruct 
the laws of a State. And if there be a con- 
flict of jurisdiction, or a claim that the gov- 
rnmenl has traiiscendeil its legitimate au- 
thority, there is hut one tribunal competent 
to decide the question, and that is the Fed- 
eral Judiciar.v. Such is our government; 
such is the system which our fathers framed 
for themselves and their posterity. ' And 
bus with the history of tlie world before 
them, and looking with prophetic vision far 
into the distant future, they so formed their 
noble work that internal security and social 
order, under the direction of lo<-al iiiagi.slra- 
cies, iiiiglit he compatible with the vigor 
and iiiiiiy and the Ixiiiiidless expansion of 
the glorious empire they were founding. 
And all the secessioii ordinances that have 
emanated from all the treasonable conclaves 
that have plotted the ruin of their country, 
cannot absolve a single American citizen 
Irom the allegiance wliich he owes to that 
government. 

.\nd it issucli a government us this, in tlie 
full meridian of its imjH-rial grentnes.'', that 
restless and ambitious men are attempting 
lodesiroj-. Everywhere upon the land and up- 
on the sea its legis of protection has sheltered 
millions of freemen in security and happi- 
ness. Under the mild influence of its bene- 
ficent institutions it was bounding forward 
in its glorious career of prosperity and great- 
ness. The splendid monuments of advanc- 
ing civilization and ei.terprize, fostered by 
the benign influence of free government, 
w ere teeming on every hand, and far to tlie 
westward stretching wide in primeval wild- 
ness the grand old forest and uncultured 
prairie were tempting on her hardy .sons to 
new conquests of secure and prosperous in- 
dustry. And of all upon whom its bless- 
ings, like the genial showers of Heaven, were 
descending, not a man could say that that 
government had wronged or oppressed him. 
And is this land, so fair and once so happy, 
to be drenched in blood, and this heritage of 
ours, around w hich cluster so many precious 
memories, and so many cherished hopes, to 



between separate and hostile governments, 
and thetheatre of their bloody and intermin- 
able wars For who can hope for peace in 
such an event, or believe that when the re- 
straints and safeguards of acomtnou govern- 
ment shall be removed, with all the alleged 
causes of discontent remaining, and infinite- 
ly intensitied, its rankling and dissevered 
members can lay aside without conflicts too 
horrid to be contemplated, and which will 
only terminate when vitality sliall be extinct 
Our country is by nature indissoluble. Ev- 
erywhere — all over it — in its grand and 
changeless physical features — the eternal 
hand of Heaven has stamped the impres.s 
of its unity. If I may appropriate the lan- 
guage of one of Americas most illustrious 
living orators. (Mr. Everett) — ‘‘ The swarm- 
ing millions who throng the course of our 
noble rivers and their tributaries may con- 
sent to exchange the charter they hold from 
the hand of Heaven for a bit of parchment 
signed at Montgomery or Richmond, but it 
can only be when the .Alleghanies and the 
Rocky Mountains, which form the eastern 
and western walls of the imperial valley 
shall sink to the level of the sea, and when 
the Mississippi and the Missouri shall flow 
back lo their fountains. 

And in such a struggle as this, involving 
remilt.i so momentous to the nation and to 
this commonwealth, must the burning words 
of shame he spoken that some of Kentucky's 
sons are in arms against her, and in sympa- 
thy with her enemies? In the political the 
cries of the .Sece.ssion school, .State authority 
ami .State action liave been constantly held 
to be paramount and supreme and of bind 
ing force and obligation upon every citizen 
and bitter and fierce have been the curses 
they have hurled at those patriotic and he- 
roic men of Tennessee and Virginia, and 
other .States, who have refused to bow 
in submission to the beliests of Legis- 
latures and conventions which defied the 
will of the people, and thousands of 
whom, driven from their homes by a storm 
of persecution, have sought a refuge and 
asylum here. These men, we have been 
told, should have adhered to their States, 
and supported their action, whatever might 
have been their individual sentimente, and 
however devoted may have been their love 
for the Union against which they were com 
nianded to revolt. But Kentucky has acted 
and her sovereignty has spoken. By an 
overwh'elming vote of a Legislature, vvhich 
came fresh Irom her people, and which was 
elected with immediate reference to the grave 
questions upon which it was called lo act — 
she has taken her position — a position, too, 
which involves no conflict of allegiance, but 
announces her firm aod unwavering support 
of her Government, and these State sover- 
eignty gentlemen unblushing defy her au 
thority. With them Slate action is omnipo- 
tent and irresistible, and when it comes in 
aid of treason and rebellion but powerless in 
the support of loyalty to the Government of 
which we form a part 

It has been reserved for tliese Ken- 
tucky statesmen to give the grand cli- 
max to the pestilent and wicked her- 
esies which had their origin in Charles- 
ton, some tiiirty years ago, and which we 
supposed had culminated in the secession 
movement of the present day. They have 
gone far beyond the original apostles of their 
despicable faith. South Carolina, in 1832, 
very modestly assumed the right in virtue, o: 
her inherent and reserved sovereignty as a 
State, to annul the laws of Congress which 
she might choose to regard as unconstitu- 
tional, and to which she might find it incon- 
venient to submit while still remaining a 
member of the Union. And the only ad- 
vance she has made ir. the intervening pe 
riod, hhe been to deduce her constitutional 
right to throw oft' the Union altogether. 
But these States rights theorists of ours have 
expanded these doctrines to their logical 
results, as if "to demonstrate, by a prac- 
tical illustration, the utter social disor- 
ganization to which they inevitably lead, 
and they have discovered that, as a State 
—as one of the members of the Union 
— has a right, in virtue ol its -sovereignty, to 
annul the laws, and throw off the authority 
of the common government, so each citizen 
has similar powers, springing from his indi- 
vidual and personal sovereignty, in reference 
to the government of a .State. And to car- 
ry into practical operation this deduction V 
theirs, which seems fairly to result from the 
premises, they have recently assembled in 
Russellville, some forty or fifty in number, 
without authority from any one, and repre- 
senting nobody but ihcmsclvos, and having 
aggregated their respective personal sover- 
eignties into the form of a small confedera- 
tion, have solemnly nullified all the laws of 
this Legislature, repudiated the taxes iin 
posed by the State, and deliberately excom- 
municated the entire Slate government, and 
secede.l Irom its authority. Even His Ex- 
cellency, the Governor, has not escaped 
them, hut has been decapitated among th 
rest. It was of no avail that he had faith- 
fully vetoed all the laws to which they ob- 
jected, and put forth liis whole constitution- 
al power to arrest their passage. He should 
have sought some extra-constitutional means 
to have resisted tlie action of this obstinate 
body. He must siifl'er for his remissnesa, 
and off flies the gubernatori.'!! head. And 
while we are sitting here, auppo.sing that we 
are pa.«sing laws and sending them up to 
the Governor for his approval, wc are sud- 
denly intoriiied that we are all functus officio, 
and that all |iower and dominion within this 
Commoiiwealtli is in the hands of Governor 

Geo. W. .Johnson and liis council ol ten a 

Governor for whom no human being in the 
Stale evervoted, and acouneil who appointed 
ihemscive.s. These, air, are the (ruits of seces- 
sioniam— thus practically illustrated and de- 
veloped — social disintegration, the upturnin.' 
of all the foundations of government and or- 
der, resulting, at last, in anarchy and ruin. 
Can there he a hope forthe preservation ofeiv- 
i! and religious liberty, and the maintainance 
of free popular government upon this conti 
nent except in the uprising of a free and 
outraged people to crush out these pestilent 
heresies forever? 

These States rights gentlemen liave 
been clamorous, too, against those eff'orts 
of the government to preserve its ex- 
istence. which they have been pleased to 
denounce as coercion. , Cdercion was not to 
be endured when it meant the maintenance 
of the laws by a power competent to their

Proclamation by tho Governor. 

Wbesias, the following act of the General As- 
xembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, cor- 
dially approved by me on the 2uth instant, is the 
law of the land, 1 think proper, in the czerciia of 
my executive Unties, to make the eame promgitly 
known to the public, as I do hereby, and I do 
hereby enjoin all citisens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to all the requirements there- 
of, to the end that the humane and noble pnr- 
pores of too Legislature may be faithfully elfeo- 
tod.

Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, from 
the beginning, ardently desired and still cherish 
the hope that they may not be involved in the un- 
natural prevailing civil strife: that Kentucky is 
now, as she ever has been, willing and ready to in. 
terpusc her friendly mediation in adjusting termi of 
peace and reconciliation alike honorable andjust 
to all; but as her wirhes to mediate and restore 
harmony may not avail at present, and It is 
desirable that tho people In tho mean time should 
act in harmony and beat peace among tbemielves, 
so that if they shall be involved in war, they will, 
as far as possible, ruliere and paliate its calami- 
ties; therefore, 

kesohed by the Qeueral Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, Thatlf collisions betwesn 
hostile armies shall take place within our territo- 
ry, that it is most earnestly recommended to the 
people of Kentucky not to engage in said strife 
amongst themselves on sccount of diSerences of 
political opinions; that it is the duty of the people 
to be obedient to thooivil authorities, and respect, 
in times of war as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citison by the oonslitutjon 
and laws of the land; that all good oitiseus, how- 
ever they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their rights of 
life, liberty, snd property, against all and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud- 
ing bands, or other evil-disposed persons, and aid 
tho civil authorities in arresting all such persona 
and bringing them beioro the courts for trial. 

2. liesotved, That we, the Ecprcientativea of the 
present General Assembly, hereby pledge ourselves 
to a strict observance of the foregoing resolutions, 
and carnustly recommend a like observanoe by 
all the people of the State of Kentucky.

Kentucky State Agticultural Society. 

The Seventh Annual meeting of the Ken- 
tucky State Agriculural Society was held at 
the Agricultural Rooms in Frankfort, on 
Wednesday, Dec. 4th, 1861. 

The President, L. J. Bradford, in the 
chair. 

The proceedings of the last annua) meet- 
ing were read and approved. 

The Treasurer's report and the Biennial 
report to the Legislature, were read and ap- 
proved. 

The Financial condition of the Society 
was show u to be as follows, viz,

On motion of Brutus J, Clay, the rule re- 
quiring nominations for officers to be made 
by the members of the respective districts 
was suspended, and they were made without 
reference to the districts. 

The Society then went into an election of 
officers for the ensuing year. 

Col. L. J. Bradford, of Brackeu county, 
was unanimously re-elected President 

Col. Bradford, upon taking the Chair, 
said: 

That when he reached the city he had no 
idea of a re-election. He thought two years 
a sufficient term of service for any individ- 
ual. as it was a serious task upon the time of 
any one who had private avocations demand- 
ing his attention, while the term was all suf- 
ficient to him to do such good as he might be 
able to carry out by his suggestions. The 
ofiice was one of high honor, and he regret- 
ted that circumstances had prevented the 
holding of two annual fairs during bis term 
of service, as then he should have felt him- 
self justified in declining a re-election. 

Last fall, looking to]our Fairs to be held in 
September, he had taken an extensive trip, 
during which he visited Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, New York, Canada, Michigan, 
Indiana, and Illinois, and interchanged opin- 
ions and views with distinguished agricultur- 
ists and mechanics. It was arranged that 
delegates from each of these localities should 
meet us at Louisville, in September, and dis- 
cuss questions of vital importance to the ag- 
ricultural and commercial interests of the 
people of our country. The Fair was not 
held, as our most experienced friends deebied 
it inexpedient, though his individual opin- 
ion was different; but hehas since bad every 
reason to believe that the poetponement was 
most judicious. 

He spoke of the tobacco fair of Louisville 
as having been most auspicious in its results, 
and having added two minions to the agri- 
cultural value of the staple in our State, 
while it had increased in many sections at 
least 50 per cent. The President elect said 
he should take an early opportunity to sug- 
gest to the Board the policy of- arranging for 
a more extended collection of agricultural 
and mechanical statistics, by holding corres- 
pondence with sheriffs and others who are 
able to give information. By thismeansthe 
number of horses, hogs, and cattle; the con- 
dition of crops; the prospects of future 
yields, and the generabcoudilion of our pro- 
ductive industry, could he collected, put in 
tabular form, and, by publication in the press, 
be made kpown to all who are interested 
By the same, or other agencies, the most re- 
cent inventions, and their practical value, 
could he promulgated extensively where the 
knowledge would do the most good.

Proclamation by the Oovernor. 

WaxBxse, The following fesolutlonx, rlo; 
bare this day been passed by ooth Honses of 
the (^noral Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, the Governor’s objections thereto to 
the'^oontrary notwithstanding, and are therefore 
the law of the land, I do hereby Issue this my 
proolamatlou, enjoining oil offioers and oiti- 
sens of this Stats to render obedicnoa to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in obe- 
dience thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden to ezooute the purposes oontemplstad 
by said resolutions; and I hereby require all cUi- 
leni of Kentucky subject to military duty tc obey 
the call wbloh the said Gen. Crittendon may 
make upon them In aooordanee with the provls- 
loos of said reaolntioni. 

WHEBXas, Kentucky has been invaded by the 
forces of the so-called Confederate States, and the 
commanders of the forces so Invading the State 
have insolently prescribed the conditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus insulting the dig- 
nity of the State by demanding terms to whioh 
Kentucky cannot liaten without dishonor; there- 



fore,

2. Fitrihar raaolved, That General Robert An- 
derson, a native Kentuokian, who has been ap- 
pointed to the command of the Department of 
Cumberland, be requested to take instant oom- 
mand, with authority and power from this Com- 
monwealth to call out a volunteer force in Ken- 
tucky for the purpose of repelling ths iovaderi 
from our soil. 

3. Raaolved, That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel the 
invaders from the soil of Keotueky, no citiseo 
shall be molested on aooount of hii political opin- 
ions; that no cititens’ property shall be taken or 
confiscated because of suoh opinions, nor shall any 
slave be set free by any military commender, aod 
that ail pcaoeable cititans and their familiea are 
entitled to, and shall receive the fullest proteotlon 
of the Governmeut in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Raaolvad, That His Exoellency, the Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be request^

Now, therefore, I, BERIAH MAGOFFIN, (Jov- 
ernor of the Commonweslth of Kentucky, do 
now issue this my proclamation, oommandlng ev- 
ery oitissn or other person within the Juriidiotloo 
of this State, having in bis possession any arms 
or munitions thus unlawfully seised at abeve 
stated, forthwith to deliver up the same to the 
J udgo of the Country Court of the oounty In which 
he resides, to be returned by said Judge to the 
State Arsenal at Frankfort; and I make this ap- 
esl to the loyalty of such oitiseni in good faito, 
clioving that they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of tbeir fidelity to the laws and au- 
thorities of the State; at the same time warning 
all oonoerned that if this order be not promptly 
obeyed, my doty will require the most vigorous 
enforcement of the laws against oil disobediost 
offenders.
